The matter was taken to the Court ])re- 
sided over by Judge Cantkill and the action of 
theLegislaturesustained. Judge PRYORand Cap- 
tain £lu8 of the State Election Commission 
resigned, and Poyn iz, the remuning member, 
appointed two other Democrats.
